VOTERS were “disgusted” by Northamptonshire 
County Council’s decision to splash out £3,000 
of taxpayers’ cash on a portrait. 

And now opposition councillors say anger 
over the painting of former council chairman 
Rosemary Bromwich lost the Conservatives a 
by-election in Towcester. 

Dennis Meredith, Liberal Democrat 
councillor for Thorplands, said: “I was out 
canvassing in Towcester and it was one of 
the issues that people were very unhappy 
about. 

“They could have paid for a lollipop man 
rather than spending the money on a 
ridiculous portrait.” 

The contested seat in Towcester, won by 
Lib-Dem Chris Lofts, was vacated by Mrs 
Bromwich when she stood down in 
December. 

But the council justified the painting, saying

that chairing was “a prestigious role” that had 
been elected for more than a century. 

A spokesman for the authority said: “It is 
traditional for the chairman of the council to 
commission a portrait at the end of his or her 
term. This is hung in the council chamber for 
generations and is part of the council - and 
the county’s - history.” 

Labour councillor Danielle Stone, who 


represents the Castle ward, described the 
spend as “insensitive” and said: “It’s a 
politically inept thing to do given the 
economic situation the county is facing. They 
could have done it digitally. 

“My ward is one of the most disadvantaged 
in the county and they are facing severe 
cutbacks to their essential services. I know 
they’re not happy. It’s their money that’s 


being spent, after all.” Councillor Meredith 
added: “We have made it known that we think 
it is outrageous they can spend taxpayers’ 
money on a painting by an artist. She was 
only chairman for a year. 

“A nice photo in a frame would suffice. You 
cannot do something like this and expect 
people not to be outraged. I didn’t even know 
it was going up until I walked into the council 
chamber and saw it hanging there.” 

In response to the criticism a spokesman 
for the county council said: “This year we 
have reviewed this process and have decided 
in future the council will only fund 
photographic portraits. Anything other than 
this will be paid for by the individual 
concerned.”

Police to axe 450jobs

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE Police is to 
lose around 450 roles after budget 
cuts were announced. 

It means 333 police staff and 25 
Police Community Support Officers 
face losing their jobs while around 
100 officers will not be replaced over 
the next four years. 

This news follows a decision taken 
yesterday by the police authority to 
freeze its share of the council tax. 

The organisation had put forward 
two options in its budget - one which 
led to cuts to frontline policing, and 
the second, which would have saved 
at least 36 police officers and six 
PCSOs. 

In the option it selected, the report 
presented to the police authority it 
stated: ‘The four-year medium term 
plan assumes a loss of 100 police offi¬ 
cer posts, 25 PCSOs and a further 333 
police staff. 

‘The police staff reduction is an

‘Some officer and staff losses have 
already been made as a result of nat- 


factors.’ After an impasse at a meet¬ 
ing in which the seven Conservative 
councillors were at odds with the 
Independent lay-members, the 
Liberal Democrat and Labour repre¬ 


sentatives, the Tories forced through 
the amendment which will lead to 
the cuts. 

Members voted in favour of a budg¬ 
et settlement of £120.551m - in doing 
so, the authority is able to access a 
one-off government grant of £1.3m 
for this financial year and, in order to 
support the Force’s efforts to reduce 
violent crime, Northamptonshire 
County Council members of the 
Police Authority undertook to seek 
support to provide an additional sum 
of £300,000. 

Chair of the Police Authority, 
Deirdre Newham, said: “All of the 
public agencies in the county are in 
the midst of significant financial 
challenges and have some very tough 
decisions to make as a result. 

“The authority has a long history of 
working with local authorities across 
the county to make our communities 
safer and we remain committed to 
doing so. 

“We know Northamptonshire 
County Council (NCC) and 


Northampton Borough Council (NBC) 
may no longer be able to finance the 
additional PCSO roles that they have 
done for a number of years and, regret¬ 
fully, the authority would simply not be 
in a position to increase its budget to 
take on this additional number. 

“However, I am very pleased to 
announce additional savings have 
been made by the Force this year, 
which will enable us to consider 
deferring the reduction of five PCSO 
posts and 20 police constable posts 
by 12 months. 

“These are not roles to which local 
authorities have contributed, but 
ones which we had previously 
announced would have had to be 
reduced this coming year in order to 
balance an ever-decreasing budget. 

“By voting to freeze the police 
council tax for the coming year, the 
authority is also able to access a one- 
off government grant of £1.3m for 
policing in the county, which comes 
at no additional cost to 
Northamptonshire taxpayers.”

Cattle market plans 
are given go-ahead

A TEN-YEAR battle to re-open 
Northampton’s cattle market came to an 
end on Tuesday night after plans to build on 
the site were confirmed. 

Farmers had been campaigning for the 
disused market to be reinstated, but opponents 
argued that the new development in Liliput 
Road will bring hundreds of jobs to the area. 

Now Roxhills Developments, which owns 
the site between the eastern edge of 
Brackmills Industrial Estate and the A428, has 
successfully applied to build two warehouses 
there. 

A spokesman for West Northampton 
Development Corporation, which approved 
the plans, said: “The scheme will have major 
economic benefits - the £25m development 
has the potential to create up to 560 new jobs 
and would generate £1 million per year in 
business rates.” 

The cattle market was closed in 2002 after 
losing thousands of pounds a month during 
the country’s foot and mouth crisis, and the 
empty buildings have since become a hotspot 
for graffiti artists. 

Councillor Danielle Stone, a member of 
Northampton Borough Council’s planning 
committee, said that the warehouses would 
be a much better use of the site. 


“I am absolutely delighted. It will bring a lot 
of investment into the area. It’s a huge land 
space that has been lying empty for ten years. 

“It’s the gateway into the town, so we need 
people to see the town thriving. 

She added that the proposals offered 
“immediacy” rather than the possibility of the 
farmers’ campaign. 

“There was no application for a livestock 
market on the table. How much longer was 
that land going to lie fallow?” 

WNDC stressed that the plans were in their 
early stages. 

“It was an outline application, which means 
that only the principle of development has 
been approved. The applicants will still need 
to make detailed planning applications to 
cover the appearance, landscaping, layout 
and scale of the buildings.” 

The larger of the two units, at more than 
28,000 square metres, would occupy the 
former market, while the smaller warehouse 
would be at the corner of Bedford Road and 
Liliput Road 

Following consultation, Roxhill made a 
number of amendments to the application to 
minimise its impact on the area. 

This includes reducing the height of the 
largest warehouse from 18.5 metres to 15.5 
metres, as well as the provision of a landscap¬ 
ing scheme around the site that will help it 
blend more effectively with the surroundings.

Two jailed after neglect of seven horses 



NEGLECTING seven horses 
has landed a pair behind bars. 

And Paul Flowers, 43, of 
Finedon Road, and Barbara 
Morrison, 43, of Brookes 
Close both in Wellingborough, 
have been banned from 
keeping the animals for ten 
years. 

They were sentenced to 
four months at 
Wellingborough Magistrates’ 
Court last Thursday. 

It followed their guilty pleas 
at an earlier hearing to seven 
charges relating to causing 
unnecessary suffering to 
seven horses in their care. 

The RSPCA was called out to 
the incident on March 8 last 
year in Blisworth and found 
that all the horses were in a 


very poor or poor body 
condition. In mitigation the 
court was told that the 
horses had lost weight over 
winter and had not put it back 
on, and that the defendants 
had difficulty with grazing 
and obtaining hay. 

The RSPCA has spent 
£18,000 boarding the horses 
since they were seized. 

Inspector Sue Haywood 
said: “We are satisfied with 
the sentence, given that this 
was such a serious act of 
cruelty against seven horses. 

“These horses were left to 
suffer for a long period of 
time, but had the defendants 
taken action sooner then this 
neglect could have been 
avoided.”

Family stops sale 
of Diana’s letters 


A MAN was left critically 
injured after a stabbing in a 
residential area on Tuesday. 

The victim, a 26-year-old 
man, is thought to have been 
knifed in the back outside 
a house on St George’s Street, 
Northampton. 

Officers from 

Northamptonshire Police 
were called to the scene at 
about 10.30pm after receiv¬ 
ing reports of a severely 
wounded man. 

A police spokeswoman 
said: “It is believed an alter¬ 
cation may have taken place 
between the victim and the 
offender.” 

The road was still closed 
yesterday morning at the 
junction with Barrack Road 
while police investigated. 

The bleeding man was 
taken to Northampton 
General Hospital, but was 
later transferred to Glenfield 
Hospital in Leicester. 

He was said to be in a sta¬ 
ble condition.

DIANA’S letters, which were 
due to go on sale in 
Northamptonshire, have 
been withdrawn from an 
auction. 

The step-mother of the late 
Princess of Wales (pictured) 
contacted JPHumbert 
Auctioneers in Towcester to 
object to the personal items 
going under the hammer. 

Countess Raine Spencer, 
who was the original recipi¬ 
ent, was said to be unhappy 
about the handwritten letters 
being put up for public auc¬ 
tion. 

They were due to go on sale 
on February 22 and 23, on 
behalf of a private seller who 
reportedly used to work for 
the Spencer family and had 
met Diana. It is believed that 
the letters were given to him 
by the Countess years ago. 

Both pieces were written on 
paper headed “60 Coleherne 
Court, London”, the flat 
where Diana lived before her 



marriage to Prince Charles, 
and each is worth an esti¬ 
mated £10,000. 

Dated December 28 1980 
and January 18 1981, the let¬ 
ters refer to a Christmastime 
spent at Sandringham with 
the Royal Family before her 
wedding that July. 

The princess writes: 
“Dearest Raine, what a 


touching letter you wrote to 
me. It contained far too 
much praise which I’m sure 
I’m not due for.” 

She adds: “A million thanks 
for all your support and 
advice. I only hope that in 
the end we will all be able to 
smile.” 

With its proximity to the 
Spencers’ Northamptonshire 
estate in Althorp, the 
Towcester-based auctioneer 
was an obvious choice. 

The company, which also 
has branches in London and 
New York, reported the 
impending sale of the letters 
on its website and said they 
showed “a glimpse at her 
feelings prior to her marriage 
to Prince Charles”. 

But after Countess Spencer 
voiced her concerns, manag¬ 
ing director Jonathan 
Humbert had to negotiate a 
resolution between the 
Countess and the vendor, 
who agreed to withdraw the 
items from the antiques and 
collectibles sale and return 
them to their former owner.

Carlsberg gets green 
light for expansion

SIXTY new jobs are set to be created by 
Carlsberg in Northampton after the 
company's new bottling plant was given 
the go-ahead. 

The scheme, which includes related 
offices and covered car parking, was 
approved on Tuesday by West 
Northamptonshire Development 

Corporation’s planning committee. 

Construction of the bottling plant, 
which is the brewery’s second, is due to 
start in the spring. 

Matt Callan, supply chain director at 
Carlsberg UK, said: “Carlsberg UK is 
committed to Northampton and com¬ 
mitted to brewing in the UK. 

“The green light on our plans to expand 
our brewery means we will create up to 


60 new jobs in Northampton and be able 
to bottle double the amount of beer. 

“Investing in Northampton is extremely 
important to us. 

“We’re proud to be part of such a great 
town, and now that the UK home of beers 
including Carlsberg, Tuborg and San Miguel 
has been cemented in Northampton, we 
can’t wait to see that first bottle roll off the 
production line in early 2013.” 

At maximum speed, it will be able to 
produce up ten million bottles a year. 

Adrian Arnold, WNDC’s director of 
planning services, added: “We welcome 
Carlsberg UK’s expansion, which reflects 
the confidence of the business and 
investment community in Northampton. 

“The bottling plant will be a high 
quality addition to their existing brewery, 
which is widely regarded as a local 
landmark.” 


Company’s £10k fine for hazardous material 


A FABRIC supplier was ordered to pay 
more than £10,000 after selling hazardous 
materials to a company in Northampton. 

Clarkson Textiles, based in Lancashire, 
was found guilty of trading “unsafe 
products” after supplies sold to 
Northampton cane furniture business 
Daro Limited were tested. 

Magistrates issued a fine of £6,000 and 
ordered bosses to pay £5,890 in costs, 
after the fabric company admitted four 
breaches of the General Product Safety 
Regulations Act. 

In July 2010 Northamptonshire County 
Council’s trading standards service carried 


out a test purchase of a cane sofa from 
Daro Limited as part of their regular 
monitoring of consumer products. 

An investigation found that the fabric of 
the cushions was unsafe. The authority 
took further samples of the material 
supplied to Daro and tests showed they 
did not comply with furniture fire safety 
regulations - a legal requirement. 

Clarkson Textiles had supplied the 
product with a Certificate of Conformity 
stating that the fabrics had been tested 
and found to pass safety tests, and the 
council stressed that Daro Limited had no 
involvement in any wrongdoing.

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Pub licence pulled 
after weekend fight

A PUB has had its licence 
suspended after a brawl left two 
people in hospital. 

The Jolly Crispin, in Great 
Russell Street, Northampton, was 
brought before an emergency 
meeting of the borough council’s 
licensing committee on Tuesday. 

Leaseholder Christopher Nolan, 
of Nolans Inns, and Andrea 
Harris, the landlady, both 
appeared at the hearing, and 
evidence was given by 
Northamptonshire Police. 

Councillor Norman Duncan, 
chairing, said: “Due to the seri¬ 
ousness of this matter, including 
the injuries suffered, we were 
obliged to strongly consider all 
the options available to us in rela¬ 
tion to the premises licence. 


“The sub-committee has come 
to the conclusion that in order to 
promote and uphold the licens¬ 
ing objectives, and due to the fact 
that the incidents are considered 
as both serious crime and serious 
disorder, the only viable course of 
action is to remove the DPS 
[landlady] and to suspend the 
premises licence. 

“The licensing committee as a 
whole has a duty to ensure that all 
the premises in the borough that 
hold a licence should be run in a 
proper manner, and unfortunate¬ 
ly we feel this was not the case 
here.” 

Officers were called to the pub 
at 12.45am on Saturday after 
reports that a fight had broken 
out. 

Sergeant Mark Worthington 
said: “There was a serious distur¬ 
bance involving a number of 


people, two of whom were taken 
to hospital following a serious 
assault.” 

Police applied for a review of the 
pub’s licence, and requested that 
Ms Harris be removed as landla¬ 
dy, following the brawl last week¬ 
end. Licensing officers in 
Northampton welcomed the 
decision. 

Councillor Duncan said that the 
measures were “necessary and 
proportionate” to protect public 
safety. 

“These steps will also protect 
the premises from any reprisals 
and allow Northamptonshire 
Police time to carry out any other 
necessary investigations.” 

The suspension of the pub’s 
licence will continue for a further 
28 days until a full Licensing 
Review, when the council will make 
a final decision on the matter. 


Crush club will be turned into a 24-hour gym 



FITNESS fans who want 
to work out in the middle 
of the night will no longer 
be left in the dark. 

Company Pure Gym has 
successfully applied to 
convert former nightclub 
Lava Ignite into a 24-hour 
gym, it was revealed this 
week. 

The site has been 
shrouded in controversy 
since two students were 
fatally crushed at the 
venue last year. 

On October 19 student 
Nabila Nanfuka, 22, of 
Neasden, north-west 
London, died after a 
“stampede” at the town 
centre nightspot. 

An inquest found that 
she had died of traumatic 


crush asphyxia. Laurene- 
Danielle Jackson, a 
19-year-old student from 
Wembley, died on 
November 6 at Leicester

Walk across the 


gobe 


FOR someone with two years’ 
continuous walking ahead of 
him, James Thomas is remark¬ 
ably relaxed. 

He is here on a bitterly cold day 
in Northampton to tell me about 
what he calls “going for a stroll”. 
To everyone else it is a marathon 
trek to the other side of the 
globe. 

As we sit down for coffee he 
pauses to post his location on 
Twitter. 

“It can be very solitary, so I 
tweet and people get back to me. 
It helps psychologically because I 
feel like I’m not alone. It’s good 
encouragement when I feel 
down or think ‘Ugh, I’ve got 
another mile to do.’” 

James’s online following has 
been growing steadily since he 
first announced his ambitious 
plan. He describes how friends 
stared at him in disbelief when 
he suggested the idea - and it is 
easy to see why. 

To raise money for Unicef the 
fearless 30-year-old will spend 
the next two years making his 
way from Edinburgh to Dunedin 
in New Zealand, on foot. 

His destination, the second- 
largest city on the south island, is 
almost directly opposite his 
starting point, and James says he 
has always been fascinated by 
the idea of being on the other 
side of the world. Ever since I 
picked up a globe as a child, I’ve 
wondered what it would be like 
to be at that opposite point.” 

Apart from a few unavoidable 
sea crossings, he plans to walk 
the whole 12,500-mile route,

pulling all his camping equip¬ 
ment in a special “mountain 
buggy”. The carrier resembles a 
child’s pushchair which, James 
tells me, got him into a little con¬ 
fusion with Northamptonshire 
Police. 

The sight of him walking along 
the side of the road in the dark, 


with the buggy, led some passing 
drivers to report that he had kid¬ 
napped a child. Police stopped 
him near Thornby but when he 
revealed what he was really 
doing they gave him a lift into 
Northampton. 

Never one to do things by 
halves, though, James went back 
to Thornby the next day to walk 
the stretch he had missed out. 

And it is perhaps this enthusi¬ 
asm for his challenge that is win¬ 
ning him support and donations 
every step of the way. From 
offers of a couch to sleep on, to 
families who took him in and 
cooked him dinner, the walker 
has been bowled over by unex¬ 
pected generosity. 

“I appreciate it all, no matter 
how big or how small. 

“I am a complete stranger to all 
of these people. It’s a lot of trust 
on their part that I’m not just 
some con artist or something 
like that. 

“Last night I was couch-surfing 
with a journalism and philoso¬ 
phy student called Ashley. I had a 
warm bed so I was fine here in 
Northampton.” 

Born in “a tiny village in West 
Cork” - a contrast to the enormi¬ 
ty of the task ahead - James

spent his youth in Ireland. He 
says: “My family are all proud of 
me. My mother is terrified, but it 
would be weird if she wasn’t 
worried.” 

You can hardly blame the 
woman. Her son’s route will take 
him along the border between 
Pakistan and Afghanistan, one of 
the most unsettled regions in the 
world. lames confesses he is 
“slightly nervous” about it. 

“That’s the area where the 
Taliban are going back and forth, 
so it’s quite a dangerous place.” 


But he adds: “I have plan Bs 
and plan Cs and Ds, and I feel 
that if you are no threat or harm 
to anyone then no one will be 
that to you. That might be naive, 
I don’t know.” 

In 2006 James moved to 
Edinburgh to study film and 
photography, so it is no surprise 
that he is documenting his jour¬ 
ney with photos and videos, 
which he hopes to put together 
at the end. 

“Even if it’s just for me I will 
compile something.” 


For now, though, the images 
and footage added to his blog are 
making vital connections with 
supporters all over the world, 
securing lodgings and translators 
in advance of his arrival. 

I ask if the language barrier is 
something that concerns him, 
but he is cool and calm about 
that too. 

“I’ve got ‘pigeon’ in a few differ¬ 
ent languages: French, Spanish 
and German, so I’m hoping that 
will see me through Europe. And 
I’m learning Arabic. Well, I’m 
teaching myself. I am quietly 
confident that I won’t have a 
problem.” 

He says he is looking forward to 
the whole experience, but admits 
that crossing the Equator will be 
“a big moment”. 

“I know that the journey will 
change me -1 don’t know if in a 
good way or a bad way - but it 
will change me. People always 
ask ‘what are you going to do 
when it’s over?’ and I really don’t 
know. 

“I hope that I will know when I 
finish but maybe I won’t. I may 
stay in New Zealand for a while 
or I may want to go straight 
home or fly back.” 

He hasn’t even ruled out the 
possibility of going home the 
long way around, travelling back 
via the other half of the world. 
But he doesn’t have to decide yet 
- he’s just going for a stroll.

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Illegal worker in a 
mercy plea to judge

AN ILLEGAL immigrant living in 
Northampton begged a judge for mercy 
as he faced the possibility of being 
deported. 

Aiming Yu, 67, sank to his knees at 
Northampton Crown Court as he was 
sentenced for possession of a false 
passport and fake work permit. 

The Chinese citizen, who washed dish¬ 
es at Aroma restaurant in Sol Central, 
had written a letter to the judge, describ¬ 
ing the ‘tyranny and darkness’ he had 
suffered in his home country. 

David Everett, mitigating, told how Mr 
Yu had arrived as a tourist with a genuine 
visa in 2004 to visit his daughter who was 
studying in the UK. 

But when it expired he stayed, buying 
false documents at £20 each. 

Mr Everett said: “He had nothing left in 
China and he felt that he would be able to 
work here and earn enough to live and eat.” 

Immigration officials found the pass¬ 
port, bearing Mr Yu’s photo with some¬ 
one else’s name, during a raid on Aroma 
restaurant on November 23 last year. 

William Falshaw, prosecuting, said: 
“The home address of Mr Yu at Penryn 
Road, Far Cotton, was then searched, and 
in an upstairs bedroom in a bag officers 


TWO firms have been 
fined a total of £15,000 
after failing to prove they 
carried out checks on 
workers found to be 
employed illegally. 

Pizza Plus in Bridge 


found a Home Office registration card.” 
The document, also a fake, gave the right 
to work in the UK, and Mr Falshaw said the 
passport had been used to join a casino. 

In his letter, which was translated and 
read out in court, Mr Yu wrote: ‘I am 
a 67-year-old man who experienced 
suffering in China for decades. 

‘The tears I shed from the torture of the 
Chinese government were no less than 
the water in the Thames. Please give this 
old man some happiness.’ 

The court heard how Mr Yu had been 
imprisoned in China after violating the 
strict family planning policy which 
banned parents from having more than 
one child. 

His lawyer added: “He has been in 
prison within a prison - he speaks no 
English and there is no one in prison who 
speaks Mandarin.” 

Following the discovery of the docu¬ 
ments, a deportation notice was issued 
on November 24. Judge Richard Bray 
described Mr Yu’s account as a ‘moving 
statement’. 

He said: “I cannot provide you with 
happiness, but I can provide a fair sen¬ 
tence. The UK Border Agency must do 
what is right.” 

Mr Yu was jailed for 12 months after 
pleading guilty to possession of false 
identification.

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Mums on the march 
over Baby Cafe cuts

NEARLY 600 mums are set to take 
to the streets tomorrow to protest 
against funding being taken away 
from The Northampton Baby 
Club Cafe in Wellington Street. 

The women are all part of a 
group of breastfeeding mums and 
will march on County Hall as part 
of their campaign to try to save 
the facility. 

Both The Northampton Baby 
Cafe - a specialist drop-in clinic - 
and Mum-to-Mum peer support 
service are facing closure follow¬ 
ing potential funding cuts from 
Northamptonshire PCT and 
Northamptonshire County 
Council. 

Protesters will wear bright 
coloured clothes, wave a giant 
banner of children’s handprints 
and play toy musical instruments 
as part of the activities to raise 
public awareness of the cam¬ 
paign and the online petition. 

They will march from 
Wellington Street to County Hall 
to spend about an hour-and-a- 
half protesting. 

Briony Askew, from Towcester, a 
former Baby Cafe user and mother 
of two-year-old Hetty ,said: “We 
have been writing to local MPs, 
councillors and various decision 
makers and we have an online peti¬ 
tion with more than 1,300 signa¬ 




tures. We hope this peaceful protest 
will raise a greater local awareness, 
particularly as many people are not 
aware of the essential specialist 
support that is provided by these 
two important services. 

“The Baby Cafe is a specialist 
drop-in clinic run by highly qual¬ 
ified breastfeeding facilitators. 

“The Mum-to-Mum peer sup¬ 
port service uses mothers who 
have all breastfed their children 
and who are willing to give up 
their free time to help others 
breastfeed their new babies. 

“Many mothers need help get¬ 
ting breastfeeding established; 
even though it’s perceived as nat¬ 
ural, breastfeeding is a learned 


skill and the support received 
through these two services is sec¬ 
ond to none.” 

Figures also show that the Baby 
Cafe and Mum-to-Mum peer sup¬ 
port programme are crucial in 
alleviating the pressure on mid¬ 
wives and health visitors. 

Many mums have commented 
they could not have continued to 
breastfeed without the expert 
help they received. 

More than 1,600 families have 
been supported by The Baby Cafe 
in the last eight years, and 5, 585 
women have been offered breast¬ 
feeding information and support 
through the Mum-to-Mum peer 
support service.

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Repair work may have 
led to Fat Cats blaze

THE fire at Fat Cats in Bridge 
Street was most likely caused by 
workmen repairing the roof, 
according to an official report. 

More than 50 firefighters raced 
to scene when the blaze broke out 
above the venue and Balloon bars 
on January 2. 

Following the incident, scaffold¬ 
ing was placed around the bar 
and the building blocked off to 
members of the public. 

Mark Ainge, Area Manager, 
Community Services, said: “The 
fire investigation was conducted 
by specialist fire and rescue serv¬ 
ice personnel and the most likely 
cause of ignition was as a result of 
hot work being undertaken while 
roof repairs were being carried 
out, the fire is not believed to be 
suspicious. 

“Through the professional 
expertise of fire and rescue serv¬ 
ice personnel, the fire was pre¬ 
vented from spreading to adja¬ 
cent premises.” 

The borough council issued a 



request for police to remain at the 
scene after the fire but this was 
refused. The authority paid for 
professional security guards to be 
at the scene overnight for two 
nights. 

In a report to the Police 
Authority, Chief Constable Adrian 
Lee outlined the reasons for the 
plea being denied. 

He said: “The fire was non-sus- 
picious, however the borough 
council requested police officers 
to guard the scene. As the blaze 
developed, it became apparent 
the building would remain unsafe 
for a number of days. 

“As the circumstances unfolded, 


it was decided upon balance, as 
this was not a crime scene and 
was instead an issue of safety, 
police officers would be removed 
from the scene. 

“Though requests were made 
for officers to remain, it still did 
not seem appropriate for this to 
publicly appear to be a crime 
scene.” 

Northamptonshire Fire and 
Rescue Service, Northamptonshire 
County Council, Northampton 
Borough Council and Northam¬ 
ptonshire Police have worked in 
partnership with the intention of 
returning Bridge Street to its 
normality following this incident.

Protest held over 
plans to axe jobs

WORKERS at the DVLA in Northampton 
were fighting for their jobs this week in 
the face of proposed cuts nationwide. 

A protest was held outside its offices on 
Tuesday as part of a national day of 
demonstrations. Two weeks before 
Christmas the government announced 
its proposals to close all the DVLA’s local 
offices in England, Wales and Scotland, 
putting 1,200 jobs at risk. 

The two Northampton centres dealing 
with vehicles and licences are both under 
threat of closure and their 56 employees 
could be made redundant. 

Terri Hunt, the DVLA’s union represen¬ 
tative in Northampton, said: “I was very 
pleased with the turnout. Everyone was 
very positive. 

“I can only hope that what we do here 
in Northampton will make a difference. 
It’s an invaluable service to people in 
the area.” 

She added that the number of cus¬ 


tomers using the DVLA every day in the 
town - an estimated 200-450 - shows that 
it is something “the public want to have”. 

“I would like to think the protests will 
have an impact, even if it’s just to raise 
awareness,” she said. “That’s a fantastic 
thing for us.” 

Despite a consultation period being 
opened in December, the Public and 
Commercial Services union says the deci¬ 
sion appears to have been made already. 

General Secretary Mark Serwotka said: 
“We will not sit back and watch while 
jobs and highly-prized public services 
are stripped away. Our local economies 
are crying out for support and invest¬ 
ment, not more cuts. 

“The closure plans are not based on 
what the people who use these services 
say they want and need, but on a 
politically motivated desire to unpick our 
public services.” 

The final decision was due to be made 
by the Department for Transport at the 
end of March, but the deadline has now 
been extended. 


Roles saved as site is snapped up 


A CAR DEALER has rescued 14 jobs in 
Northampton after buying a former 
Vauxhall site which was due to close. 

Richard Saunders, a family-run business, 
purchased the Cliftonville Road site 
and will open as a Citroen dealership later 
this month. 

The company, which already runs 
Honda, Nissan, Peugeot and Renault 
dealerships in the area, will take on 14 


members of staff from the Vauxhall 
operation. This new site will swell the 
business’s workforce to 90 in total and 
turnover is expected to increase to 
£35 million. 

Richard Sanders, who set up the 
business in 2002, said: “We’re delighted to 
be opening our first dealership in 
Northampton and particularly pleased to 
be saving local jobs.”

TRAVEL REVIEW 

THERE’S a bridge in Cologne decorated 
with tens of thousands of multi¬ 
coloured padlocks. They bear inscribed 
initials and significant dates of the 
couples who left them. It is then 
customary for the lovers to stand on the 
bridge and toss the keys over their 
shoulders into the waters of the River 
Rhine below. 

This bridge can be found on any map 
but the story behind how it become a 
focal point for such romantic gestures is 
on few, if any, tourist information flyers. 

That in itself is the beauty of Germany’s 
fourth biggest city. It has an appeal that 
not even it is yet to realise. 

A selfish part of me doesn’t want to tell 
anyone about my experience in Cologne 
in fear it will be like that modest, pretty 
girl at school who slaps on too much 
make-up to fit in. In fact Cologne is 
perfect as it is. 

The city like much of its population is 
in its youth and described by one of my 
tour guides as ‘the free spirit of Germany 
that speaks out of turn’. Last year the 
‘Free Spirit of Cologne’ was twinned with 
the Brazilian city of Rio. 

While we Brits signal the beginning of 
Lent with pancakes, those in Cologne - 
already taking influence from its South 
American cousin - kick off a week of 
street carnivals during which the people 
dress up and parade through the streets 
dancing, playing music and throwing 
sweets to the crowds. 

Despite its population of more than a 
million residents the city maintains a 
sense of intimacy and many sites are 
within walking distance of the birthplace 
of Eau du Cologne at the Farina 
Fragrance Museum and the Imhoff- 
Schokoladenmuseum (chocolate 

museum to you and I) a short stroll away 
from each other in Cologne’s centre. 

It is as easy to find your way around 
Cologne as it is to stumble upon one of 
the many bierkellers that sell the locally 
brewed ales known as Kolsh beer. A 
metre of ale can set you back around 18 
euros but while German ale houses 
conjure up images of overflowing jugs, in 
Cologne you are presented with ten 
drinks in flute glasses housed in a metre- 
long beer holder that closely resembles a 
spice rack more than a novelty jug. 

The city’s centrepiece, however, is the 
cathedral - Germany’s most visited site. 

The Gothic structure that has stood at 
the heart of the settlement for almost 
700 years is famed for its double spires

that reach more than 500ft towards the 
heavens. The cathedral carries signifi¬ 
cant pull to Christians on pilgrimages as 
it is believed to hold the remains of the 
Three Wise Men. The skulls of the kings 
are encased in a decorative gold and sil¬ 
ver shrine and on rare occasions the box 
is opened to show the 2,000 year-old 
bones of the men. I’m assured the 
remains are not as grim as they sound. 

The theme of the Three Wise Men 
makes the city such an attractive 
location during Christmas - if you can 
bear to think that far ahead - the festivi¬ 
ties are embraced by the locals who 
make mock nativity scenes throughout 
the centre of Cologne where the city 
effectively turns into one huge festive 
market. 

The bistros, cafes and bars along The 
Rhine’s riverside are a must. What was 
rare compared with other ‘touristy’ cities 
I’ve been to was a blend of visitors and 
locals who appeared quite happy to 
embrace travellers in these venues. 

I found this while ordering a drink in 
one bar where I was given extra meas¬ 
ures because firstly the weather was ‘a 
little chilly’ and then again for being 
English. 

I don’t know why but I took the advice 
of Basil Fawlty and didn’t mention the 
war on that occasion.

David tells promoter Warren 
to take the ‘nappy off Groves 


BOXING 

PAUL David has already turned his 
attention to calling out the leading 
lights of the British super 
middleweight scene ahead of his 
return to the ring in Aberdeen a week 
on Saturday after an eight-month 
period of inactivity. 

The Northampton boxer, who 
currently holds the English super 
middleweight belt, faces unbeaten 
prospect Travis Dickinson (10(4)-0) on 
the undercard of the European light 
welterweight title clash between 
Denis Shafikov and Lee McAllister. 

But David (13(5)-5) is looking beyond 
that contest and is hopeful that new 
manager and trainer Johnny Eames 
will be able to help him climb back into 
contention so he can realise his long- 
held ambition of being crowned British 
champion. 

“After I’ve dealt with Travis Dickinson 
I’m going to be looking for a British 
title fight, either the winner of Tony 
Bellew v Danny McIntosh or maybe I 
can get George Groves in the ring,” 
said the 27-year-old. 

“Hopefully [Groves’ promoter] Frank 
Warren can take his nappy off him and 
put him in with me like a real fighter. 

“I’ll get this fight out of the way then 
see what Johnny can do for me. 

“Robin Reid beat Daniel Cadman so 
maybe he’ll have the stones to step in 
the ring with me and we can start 
something like a British title eliminator 
so I can get at George Groves after he 
takes out his old foe Kenny Anderson.” 

The British Boxing Board of Control 
had called for purse bids for a 
proposed contest between David and 
Reid, although no interest was 
forthcoming, while the former Kings 
Heath amateur has previously sparred 
with Groves. 

His upcoming six-rounder against 
Dickson will see David step up to light 
heavyweight, although he does not 
foresee that being an issue after 
sparring with cruiserweights such as 
former British champion Leon Williams 
at Eames’ TRAD TKO Gym in Canning 
Town. 

And although his immediate future is 
likely to see him return to the 12 stone 
limit after this fight, David has not 
ruled out returning to light heavy or 
even cruiserweight later in his career. 

He said: “Either light heavyweight or 
super middleweight works for me, 
even cruiserweight, which is kind of 
weak at the moment. Three divisions 
are open to me and I’m ready for all of 
them, I’m just ready to go. 

“I saw Travis Dickinson earlier in his 
career; I didn’t think too much of him 
so was a bit surprised when he won 
Prizefighter at light heavy. 

“He’s going to be well prepared and 
up for it, but I’ve been here at the TKO 
about a month and half now and have 
been sparring with Leon, when he was 


British Champion, and had no problem 
with him. They’re bigger guys than me 
but I use my speed and boxing skills to 
get around them. I’ll deal with Travis 
Dickinson the same way.” 

■ JIMMY Singh spoilt Rob Kelly’s 
retirement party by claiming a 
unanimous decision over him in his 
final amateur fight at Far Cotton WMC 
last Friday, making it a clean sweep for 
the host club’s boxers in the process. 

Renowned Northampton ABC pugilist 
Kelly came to the ring sporting his 
Midlands champion vest and was 
aiming to bow out victorious one final 
time after representing the club with 
distinction for several years. 

In Singh he faced another skilful 
practitioner of the sweet science and 
a former Junior ABA national champion 
and opted to take the patient 
approach, working behind the jab and 
not trying to force anything. 

However, Far Cotton Boys ABC’s 
Singh was happy for Kelly to come 
forward and utilised some good 
combinations on the counter and his 
larger quantity of scoring punches 
ensured he took a fine victory. 

The other seven Far Cotton fighters 
on the bill also chalked up results in 
the ‘win’ column, with three of those 
showing they are ready for a step up 
to the next level with first round 
stoppages. 

Miles Wright’s blink-and-you’ll-miss-it 
bout with Corby Olympic ABC’s Aiden 
Hegarty saw the visiting boxer come 
flying out of the traps, but the tables 
were soon turned and Hegarty was 
retired by his corner towards the end 
of the opening round. 

As well as that, Eithan James and Karl 
Spick both halted respective 
opponents Jamie Long (Corby 
Olympic) and Scott McMartin (The 
Academy, Luton) in the first round 
after giving them a standing eight 
count. 

The other Far Cotton Boys boxer to 
take a stoppage win was Lewis 
Roberts against Loughborough ABC’s 
Danny Robinson, with referee Sandy 
Matthewson halting proceedings in the 
third and final round. 

Drew Brown edged a majority 
decision win over Hemel Hempstead 
ABC’s Liam Loughran in a toe-to-toe 
thriller that saw no love lost between 
either boxer. 

Elsewhere on the card, Kyle Mason 
opened the evening with a unanimous 
decision win over Connor Townsend, of 
Braunston Golden Gloves ABC, while 
Kyle Owen earned a unanimous 
verdict over Tewkesbury ABC’s Tom 
Parker. 

This Sunday, Far Cotton’s Morgan 
Bosley is involved in the semi-finals of 
the Schoolboy ABA championships at 
the Grange School Sports Hall in 
Manchester.

Aidy’s celebrations 


Boothroyd’s mind 
back on survival 
task despite win

AS ‘Glad All Over' by the Dave Clarke 
Five blared out of the Sixfields PA 
system on Tuesday evening follow¬ 
ing Northampton Town's first home 
win for nearly five months, manager 
Aidy Boothroyd was already con¬ 
templating what lies ahead for his 
side. 

Not since the 2-1 victory over 
fellow League Two strugglers 
Dagenham & Redbridge on 
September 24 had the Cobblers 
known that winning feeling on home 
turf. However, the boss did not spend 
long joining the players and fans in 
savouring the moment. 

“There is a lovely feeling for about 
30 seconds, and then you realise that 
you’ve got another game next 
Tuesday that you’ve got to prepare 
for, your goalkeeper is injured and 
you’ve got to make sure that you sort 
that out,” said Boothroyd. 

“As much as I say I want to enjoy it, 
and I will, my mind keeps wandering 
to the next game and making sure we 
get ourselves out of trouble. 

“Certainly when you look at the 
league table, it looks a lot better than 
it did a few games ago.” 

The knee injury to goalkeeper Chris 
Weale deep into added time was the 
only negative to come out of the 1-0 
win over AFC Wimbledon. The on- 
loan stopper was set to 
return to Leicester City yesterday 
with the full extent of the damage un¬ 
known. 

Luke Guttridge’s first goal for 
Northampton since re-signing from 
Aldershot Town last month proved to 
be the difference. It came ten 
minutes from time and was a 
deserved one for the man-of-the- 
match, who ran the show from start 
to finish in the centre of midfield. 

It could have been more had Kelvin 
Langmead not had a header cleared 
off the line just before the break, 
while Wimbledon may feel they 



could have snatched a point had on- 
loan Jason Euell been able to make 
more of a chance from close range 
early in the second half. 

That was one of few chances that 
the Dons created though as the 
defence, impressively marshalled by 
skipper and new signing Clarke 
Carlisle, kept the visitors at bay to 
secure only Northampton’s fifth 
clean sheet of the season. 

Boothroyd hailed Carlisle as “an ab¬ 
solute monster” after his debut and 
could not understate the importance 
of keeping the opposition scoreless, 
saying: “Psychologically, I think the 


fact that we have got a clean sheet is 
worth four points. 

“My fears were that we were so 
desperate to win that we might get 
done on the counter-attack, and 
that’s the one thing that I said to the 
players at half time - make sure we 
don’t get mugged or done by a sucker 
punch. It has happened a couple of 
times here against Swindon and 
Southend where we were so desper¬ 
ate to get forward and get that win to 
get our fans going that we ended up 
shooting ourselves in the foot. 

“But we’re in that position where we 
have now got a clean sheet, and the

momentum and the feel-good factor 
in the dressing room is brilliant.” 

There was also a first start for striker 
Brett Williams after he joined on loan 
from Reading last week, while young 
Liverpool winger Toni Silva made a 
cameo appearance from the bench 
that saw him play a key role in the 
build-up to Guttridge’s goal. 

Boothroyd put the result and the 
performance down to the culmina¬ 
tion of two - and-a-half weeks of hard 
work by the players on and off the 
training ground during the period 
where games have been called off 
due to frozen pitches. It took 


Northampton level on points with 
both Plymouth Argyle and Dagen¬ 
ham, and the manager is now eyeing 
catching and then overhauling the 
teams above those. 

The Cobblers are not in action this 
weekend due to scheduled opponent 
Crawley Town’s FA Cup commit¬ 
ments. 

Instead, their next game is at home 
to Macclesfield Town on Tuesday - 
one of the sides in the group that 
Boothroyd is targeting. 

He said: “It’s not about the two 
teams around us, it’s more to do with 
the teams that are just that little bit 


above and think they are OK. As I’ve 
said all the way along, I think that our 
energy and our form is going on an 
upward curve, and there are a lot of 
clubs that are in and around us that 
might not have that. 

“It’s not a club that if you walked 
around it on a daily basis you would 
think we are where we are. There is a 
positivity about us, but it’s about 
getting points on the board and we’ve 
done that. 

“It’s about getting into the 30s as 
soon as we can, then the 40s and the 
50s and when you get into the 50s the 
sooner the better for me.”

LUKE Guttridge has his sights set on drag¬ 
ging a few more teams into the League 
Two fight for survival after scoring the 
only goal in Northampton Town’s 1-0 win 
over AFC Wimbledon on Tuesday evening. 

His header ten minutes from time en¬ 
sured that the Cobblers picked up their first 
home win for nearly five months and took 
them equal on 24 points with Plymouth Ar- 
gyle and Dagenham & Redbridge. 

Now midfielder Guttridge is aiming for 
Town to string together a run of results that 
would see them catch the teams in the 
group above them, starting on Tuesday 
night when Macclesfield Town visit Six- 
fields. 

He said: “We’re bottom of the league and 
the only way is up. We don’t want to be in a 
relegation battle, so we’ve got two massive 
home games and we just want to take it one 
at a time. 

“We’ve got Macclesfield and if we win that 
then we start dragging other people into it, 
and we’ve got a lot of momentum going 
into the final stage of the season. We’ve got 
a lot of good players here, it’s just lacking a 
bit of confidence and winning breeds that. 

“I think this was massively important; we 
had to get a result regardless of the per¬ 
formance.

It was only Guttridge’s second apperance 
since returning to the club from Aldershot 
Town on an 18-month contract during the 
January transfer window, and he walked 
away with the man-of-the-match award 
after an impressive showing in the centre of 
midfield. 

That is a position he wants to nail down 
after previously featuring regularly wide on 
the right during his last spell at Northamp¬ 
ton. 
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Guttridge said: “I’m 100 per 
cent a central midfielder, but I 
can do a job elsewhere for the 
team, which is fortunate for my¬ 
self because you want to be playing 
week in, week out. Every manager 
has got a different philosophy 
where you should be playing, but since 
I’ve left here I’ve scored 14 goals in 80 
games for Aldershot in central midfield, 
and I’m back here in central midfield and 
I’ve scored one in two now.” 

And having ended a poor string of results 
at home, Guttridge is now confident that 
the Cobblers can start laying a few more 
ghosts to rest. 

He said: “All of those stats will go out of 
the window with us. We’ve got a mini-sea¬ 
son until the end of the campaign where we 
want to win as many games as we can. 
That’s what we have set ourselves and we’ve 
got a great opportunity to do that. 

“Sometimes when you haven’t got a win, 
the hardest thing is seeing the game out. 
Prior to this we had a lot of meetings be¬ 
cause we have been conceding a lot of late 
goals, and hopefully we have turned the 
corner. It’s a clean sheet, the lads have done 
brilliantly, it’s a great performance and 
we’ve gone and scored a goal as well.
